the natives having long been inured to them, do not feel vexed with them. In the 

Indian Jails Christians get. a good bedstead: and quilted bedding to sleep upon; 
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filtered water in new jugs to drink ; and well-ventilated rooms to live in. On the 
contrary, the poor, barbarous Indians have to sleep upon a mat: spread on the 
ground floor.; to wear blanket clothes ; to eat one-quarter seer. of flour mixed with . 
three-quarter seer of sand, and the “ grass’ growing on the jail premises “ (care: 
lessly) boiled with some five or ten big reptiles,” for their condiment ; to drink 
muddy, dirty water; and to live in) rooms dark and narrow like graves. Again, the 
natives are “ worked like oxen” in the jail, being made to grind corn, plough land ; 
or make road, 18 hours a day; while the “Sahib Bahadur” is left perfectly 
at his ease there. In criminal cases, if a native dies from the effects of beat 
ing received from 4 European; the spleen of the former is declared to have been 
diseased, and the latter is acquitted. A European criminal must be tried by 
his own countrymen; it being held a disgrace for him to appear before a court 
presided over by a damned black native. Europeans do not treat Indians even as 
they would their dogs. But with all this, the dumb Indians are perfectly loyal 
to the British Government. If the Armenian Christians were to visit India and 
see how the Indians are treated by their rulers, they would at once see that the 
Turkish Government under which they lived was nothing less than a heavenly 
Government in comparison to the British one in India.

A resolution was | 
adopted to submit a memorial to the Government pointing out the harshness of the 
measure, and its unsuitability to the social habits, customs and predilections of the 
natives. -In the first place it is not an easy thing to distinguish between a case of. 
cholera and that of simple indigestion. Secondly. a cholera patient will be far 
better attended and cared for by the members of his own family at his house than 
by the attendants in the hospital. Thirdly, it would be sheer outrage on the feel- 
ings of respectable: pardanashin ladies, to force them to leave their homes and go 
into a public place like a hospital for treatment. -Moreover,-when—eholera has bro- 
ken out it is far better that patients should remain segregated in their own houses 
than be brought together in one place ; for the disease being infectious it will, in 
the latter case, prove far more virulent and epidemic than in the former. The 
Government had better adopt preventive measures to keep the air and water 
pure and unvitiated. As regards cases of small-pox, no child can live in a hos 
pital without its mother, and it will be cruelty to force a respectable lady to g0 
to the hospital with her child. Again, small-pox is regarded both by Hindus 
and Musalmans with religious awe. A Hindu is not, by his religion, allowed 
to let an outsider approach a child affected with small-pox, nor will he take it 
out until recovery. The people care not what laws and rules the authorities pasé 
regarding Civil, Criminal, or other administrative matters ; but they are extremely 
excited when interference is made with their religious or social affairs. The writer, 
therefore, strongly urges Government to have the new bye-law in question with- 
drawn by the Municipal Board, Bijnor, and thereby avoid giving an unnecessary

The Nirad refers to the case of the European soldiers in Madras who chased two 
women and shot the railway gate-keeper who afforded shelter to the latter. The 
opposition of the European clergymen and women to the old Cantonment System is 
intelligible to some extent ; the former being anxious to check vice among the Euro- 
pean soldiers and the latter jealous of the Indian prostitutes visited by such soldiers. 
But the object of the misguided educated natives In assuming an attitude of hostility 
to that system is not quite clear. All experienced and sensible officers, European 
and native, are in favour of its maintenance. The new Cantonment Bill has been 
forced on the Government of India by the Secretary of State, under pressure from the 
Purity Party, quite against its will. Another sertous objection to the measure is that 
it will encourage the spread of venereal diseases among European soldiers, impair- 
ing their health and rendering them unfit for hard work. = |
